Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner and Mr. Park discussed the rejections of independent 
claims 1, 8 and 15 under Inoshita, and claim 16 under 35 USC 112 2nd. As per claim 16, the examiner explained that 
the reference to the "circuit core" should be removed because the claim deals with the test signal generation that 
issues from the unit delay circuits only. As per claims 1, 8 and 15, several new limitations such as references to 
synchronous circuits and interconnecting unit delays on the chip would most likely put the examiner in a position of 
searching outside of Inoshita for comparable references. The applicant will take the interview under consideration and 
will submit an appropriate action.
